It increases the re- 
lief rolls and builds up a feeling 
of despair in the hearts of the 
people whose livelihood has been 
taken away.

Deards pointed out that twice 
in the past Ontario has persuad- 
ed firms to locate here and even 
contributed funds to induce the 
firms to make the move.

| Now that it has been revived 
and has taken a lead in com- 
munity affairs it must receive 
additional interest to keep going, 
he asserted. 

“It is often charged by critics 
that the same old faces appear 
in the spots of leadership of the 
chamber,” said Deards, “and it is 
true, because these same old faces 
have a vital interest in the wel- 
fare of Ontario and give of their 
time and money to assist in the 
city’s progress. The chamber 
welcomes any criticism or sug- 
gestion. I will state flatly that 
no one who comes to the cham- 
ber with a complaint or an idea 
is turned away without consider- 
atica of his case.” 

Deards praised the junior 
chamber for its organizational 
setup and expressed a desire for 
closer cooperation between the 
senior and junior bodies for the 
accomplishment of their mutual 
plans.
